SOUTH AFRICAN TRADE. 


Commercial : The war in 
South Afnica; has been <¢ the 
means of greatly increasing Cana- 


dian trade with that portion of ‘he 


world. It is pleasing to nate that of 


the vast quantities of goods required 
for the British troops in South Africa, 
aby no means insignificant portion has 
been supplied by Canada. Some orders 
for these sunplies have found theirjway 
to our own city and, province] Several 
lots of Manitoba flour, as wellas other 
goods, have, been sent to South) Africa. 


It is this week announced, that the 
Lake of the Woods Milling Com- 


pamy have received orders irom the 
war office for twenty-five thousand 
sacks, equal to fifty carloads of their 
highest grade flour, to be shipped fim- 
mediately, to South AfricasHalf of the 
order is now on the way to St. John 
for shipment’and the batance will fol- 
low next week. This iarge order for 
Manitoba flour is alone quite an item, 
though only one o° miny sm2jler orders 
reesived. 

When despotism is suppressed in 
South Africa and that country? is ‘re- 
lieved from the incubus which has rest- 
ed upon it, we may look for a wonder- 
ful development in that region, bring- 
ing with it an increased international 
trade with other countries, in which 
Canada is likely to freely share. Our 
exporters should begin at once to pre- 
pare to take advantage of the opening 
for trade expansion, which South 
Africa will undoubtedly offer from this 
time forward. - 


WAR NOTES. 
Ladysmith Notes. 
Gen. Buller’s force is now ready: to 


advance after a much-needed rest 
but its future employment is un- 
known. Some readjustment of the 


commands is being arranged, and, ac- 
cording to the London Sitandard’s cor- 
respondent Generai White is going to 
Stormberg, while Gen. Hunter will be 
given cominand of the tenth division. 
Col. Ward, whom Gen. White the other 
day described as the best commissariat 
officer since Moses, will join General 
Roberts. The naval brigade, with the 
guns that saved iadysmith, has gone 
south. Repairs to the railway as far 
as Colenso are nearly completed It 
is expected thait passenger traffic has 
now been resumed, but it wiil take 
some time to complete the temporary 
bridge acress the Tugela river. 

It is announced from the Boer side 
that the Biggarsberg mountains are 
strongly entrenched, indicating that 
the apex of the Natalian triangle'north 
of Dundee and Glencoe is still in their 
hands. A despatch from the Boer 
Hoofd laager at Glencoe records that‘a 
general council vf war, held on Mar, 5, 
appointed Louis Botha lieutenant-gen- 
eral for Natal, with Lucas Meyer 
Schalkburger, David Joubert, Daniel 
Erasmus, and Fourie as assistant gen- 
erals. The appointments are thorough- 
ly endorsed by tbe burghers. That 
such prominent leaders will be in ‘Natal 
is taken to show that a large part of 
the army remains to guard the south- 
erm mountain barrier to the Transvaal. 
A British report states that the Boers 
are strongly massed at Nelson’s kop 
behind the Drakensberg mouniains. 

The Pietermaritzburg correspondent 
of the Daily Telegraph in a flespatch 
dated Thursday, March 8, says; ‘“Evi- 
dence 6 fthe importanc’ attached by 
Pretoria to ‘the prolongation of the 
siege of Ladysmith is afforded by p 
letter found in a deserted Boer tamip, 
addressed by President Kruger to the 
lamdrosts of the various districts, and 
dated Jan. 17, complaining that in 
some of the districts only half of the 
burghers were at the front, and jthat 
others were staying at their homes, 
and urging measures to remedy this 


State af things, since the war means 
a lite and death struggle to our na- 
tional existence. President Kruger 
went on to say “tha condition of Lady- 
smith is criiical. If we do our best 
and; vanquish the enemy! we shall get 
all we desire.” The subsequent events 
incidental to the attempted stormiag 
of Ladysmith fulfilled President Krug- 


ers prophesy,and proved that the Boers. 


got_even more than they desired.

THE TERRITORIAL GOVERNMENT. 
Premier Haultain, of the Northwest 
Territories, speaking to a Free Press 
reporter in Winnipeg on his 
from Ottawa said that 
had been suxcessful in 
ing a grant of $142,000, which ‘was 
an, addition of about 50 per cent to the 


yearly grant given to the Terriiories 
of $282,000, : 


“The grant,” said Mr. Haultain, “is 
a substantial ong, given on a vate as 
it Was. ‘The amount, however, was 
given in the face of pressing condi- 
tions which were laid before the gov- 
ernment and is, in view of the many, 
pressing needs, hardly commensur- 


alte.’? 


Mr. Haultain then outlined the fin- 
amcial problem that has to be solved 
in‘connection with Territorial govern- 
ment. This question is at present de- 
manding immediat2 soiution. The in- 
flux of settlers has brought many new 
demands for public roads, bridges and 
schoo!s. The question of education is 
receiving special atienticon and in the 
matter of schools the cost falls very 
henvily om the peopie. In the building 
of the C. P. R., crown lands were 
given away and the company granted 
exemption from taxes. The best solu- 
tion of the financial problem,Mr. Haul- 
tain considers, would be in giving the 
Territories a provincial government. 

The entire Terrilories, Mr. Haultain 
believes, should be made into a. pro- 
vince, from Manitoba to the Rockies. 
As far as the change in government is 
concerned there would be little dif- 
ference in what the Terriioriey are 
getting to-day. If the new province 
were to get the same support as Mani- 
toba from the Federal government, 
which Mr. Haultain did not consider 
fully commensuratz to the needs of the 
province the new province in the Ter- 
ritories would be in a much better 
position to advance.

SUGGESTED LEGISLATION. 

Sir There is a subject of great ‘pub- 
lic importamee on which I desire go 
address you very briefly. The time 
for doing so is now opportune as the 
Northwest legislature will shortly be 
convened jand it is for that body; I take 
ection in the maiter. 


I allude to the practice of certain 
members of the legal profession en- 
tering defences for clients where there 
is really no defence, it being merely 
done to gain time or to cause annoy- 
ance and expense to the plaintiff and 
enable the lawyer to pocket a certain 
fee, whicl, in ali honor he is not entit- 
led to. The result being that a ron- 
scientious practicioner who tells his 
client that there is no defence. loses and 
an unscrupulous one gains. 


- I have no doubt that the two able 
judges who now preside in this Sec-~ 
tion of the country, have overfand over 
again seen this but being unable a act 
have silently passed it over, whereas 
if they had the power they would at 
ance put! a stop to it. The legislature 
should arm them with the power. A 
short ordinance should be passed em- 
bodying the following: “On all 
gotiable securities 


ne- 
sued within 12 
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months of maturity the defendant 
should not be allowed to defend wvith- 
gut the liberty of the judge. This 
liberty to be obtained on an affidavit 
of merits frem the defendant and 
another from the defendant’s lawyer 
that in his opinion there isa good de- 
fences in law. In all such cases if the 
defence turns out to be fer time, for 
the purpose of adding costs on the 
plaintiff or frivolous, the judge to 
haive the power to make the Nefend- 
ant’s lawyer to pay all costs or any 
proportion of them as to him may seem 
fa? 

The above could be extended to all 
actions on account, simple contracts, 
and other elementary cases. 

In some instances the power should 
be) given the court only toallow de- 
fence on the defendant first giving 
sacurity for costs, such power to be 
vested in the discretion of the judge.
